Aid. Yeaton offered as an amendment 


that the hearing be continued until 
some afternoon, when the fnll board 
could meet on the premises and look 
over the disputed points. 


After further discussion, Aid. Yeaton 


withdrew his amendment and Aid. 
Gray's motion prevailed.

Change of addrt3S occasions no little 


uncertainly in the matter of calling up- 
on those to whoia calls are not due 
and from whom they are expected. In 
this case it is usual to leave cards

the worfis, "Change of address," at the 
top of the cards. It is a useful plan 
as it draws atten^on to the new ad- 
dress printed upon the cards, or the 
new address, threugh which a pencil 
mark is drawn. 
When those to .whom 


calls are due are "at home" the change 
of address should be mentioned in the 
course of convers ition, and the hus- 
band's cards shoul.l also bear it. 


It should be an understood thing that 


calls of inquiry made during illness 
require the recognition of return cards 
of thanks being duly left — this as re- 
gards acquaintances rather than Inti- 
mate friends — and after convalescence, 
until cards have been received 01 calls 
paid, further calls should be deterred.

Florida is rapidly losing its flock of 


herons. 
The white egret is being 


slaughtered into extinction for 
the 


sake of the beautiful white feathers 
on its back, which when plucked and 
placed on a flinty-hearted woman's 
hat, becomes an aigret. The scale on 
which the massacre of these beautiful 
birds is being carried on is almost in- 
credible. An idea of it may be gained 
from the fact that one aigret will fur- 
nish one-sixth of an ounce of plum- 
age feathers, and yet at a public sale 
in London less than a year ago, more 
than 11,000 ounces of osprey plumes 
were offered for sale. This meant that 
more than 66,000 egrets had been put 
to death for the sake of their plumes, 
that some fair dame might be more 
gayiy decorated. The most lamentable 
feature of the slaughter of the beauti- 
ful and innocent birds is that 
the 


feathers grow at the time when the 
egrets are nestling and breeding. The 
best plumes are taken from the up- 
ward tuft at tbe back, which is de- 
veloped at the breeding season, though 
feathers are, of course, taken also from 
the wing and breast. They are com- 
mon to both sexes, and it is impossi- 
ble to distinguish between the male 
and the female. An egret is shot, the 
few coveted feathers are torn from its 
back, its body is left to rot on the 
ground and the young ones perisb. from 
starvation. 


Faster Tlmn Wind. 


We have it on the authority of Mr. 


W. H. Wheeler, who has devoted many 
years to the study of such matters; that 
in the bay of Biscay frequently during 
the autumn and winter in calm weather 
a heavy sea gets up and rolls in on the 
coast 24 hours before the gale which 
causes it arrhes, and of which it is the 
prelude. In this case the wave action, 
generated on the other side of the At- 
lantic by the wind travels at a much 
greater rate than that of the body of 
disturbed air, and thus gives warning 
of the coming storm.

Commissary General of Subsistence 


Eagan was recalled to answer regard- 
ing the charges of General Miles that

ment oove'ring his side of the case, and 
was allowed to read from it. 


General Eagan referred to the fact 


that General Miles had refused to be 
sworn, and commented on the fact that 
he was the only one of 500 witnesses 
who had so refused. General Eagran said 
he himself preferred to be sworn. 


General Egan began by calling atten- 


tion to Gereral Miles' appointment of 
Major John D. Black, a civilian, as his 
chief of staff, and said that this was 
largely responsible for the trouble that 
followed. 
He said that Major Black 


had been furnished $5000 before starting 
for Porto Rico, and that he had appar- 
ently not known enough to provide him- 
self a check book, and had not left his 
signature with the secretary of the treas- 
ury, nor made any other prcparatior*.for 
availing himself of the funds at his com- 
mand. 


There were experienced disbursing offi- 


cers in the island who had in the aggre- 
gate over $600,000 in their possession, and 
yet General Miles had complained that 
there were no paymasters in the island 
so that the soldiers had r»o mouy with 
which to buy food for themselves. Gen- 
eral Miles had then called on the depart- 
ment to put $50,000 more in the hands of 
Major Black.and this General Eagan de- 
clined to do, putting $10,000 to Major 
Black's credit in New York. 


General I£agan referred to the myste- 


rious manner in which papers disap- 
peared from the files of the war depart- 
ment. He said that while General Miles 
was at Tampa he wued to the commis- 
sary general to know \\hat stores and 
supplies weru on hand at Tainpa and 
some other point. General Eagan re- 
plied in the usual war, though at that 
time the railroad tracks at Tampa were 
piled with millions of rations. General 
Kaftan said he was astounded the follow- 
ing morning to see in tho ropoits of cer- 
tain papers that General Miles had se- 
verely reprimanded 
tlie commissary

General Miles had no right in law to 


deliver such a reprimand, and witness at 
once had enclosed the clipping to tho ad-

yesterday from Australia discredit the 
cablegram from Australia stating that 
Mataafa had been elected king of Sa- 
moa. 


"The steamer Janiuni, 1>y which the 


news was supposed to have been car- 
ried to the neaiest cable station," said 
Captain Hay ward of the Mariposa, ' had 
left Apia a day earlier than ive. Now, 
when we left Samoa no king had been 
elected, and the chief justice was to give 
a decision three or four days after we 
left. 


"Whichever way the decision went

Tn places corpses are thrown into shallow 
graves, sometimes without box or cask- 
et. The cemeteries are too small and 
frequently crowded. The state of moral-

The general rebellion of Spain'* 


American colonies occurred in the ear- 
ly years of ibe present century. Not 
only wer« Spain's affairs in a desperate 
condition abroad, bat also at borne dire 
dissension prevailed. 
1ft the autumn 


of 1819 a considerable army bad been 
brought together at Cadiz for the sub- 
jugation of their revolted possessions 
in America. Hut the officers and troops 
refused to embark, and a series o^ 
internal disruptions followed. 


The revolt in Spam's Argentine colo- 


nies in South America broke out in 
1810. In that year Chile and Para- 
guay successfully rebelled. 
The war 


for Chile's independence lasted eight 
years. The Argentine Republic estab- 
lished its independence in 1816. Ven- 
ezuela, Ecuador and New Granada, or 
Colombia, were lost by revolt in 1819. 
The revolt in these States was led by 
Simon Bolivar, named El Libertador 
for having rescued South America from 
the Spanish yoke. Bolivar also led the 
insurgents in Bolivia and Peru, the lat- 
ter State being the last of Spain's pos- 
sessions on the American continent to 
establish its independence. This was 
in 1826. 


The Spanish conquered Peru early in 


the sixteenth century. Peruvian silver 
was freely poured into Spanish coffers, 
and was drained out again to meet tbe 
expenses of the wars which the Spanish 
borne government maintained. At the 
outbreak of the v/ar of independence in 
South America, the Spanish Govern- 
ment had already declined greatly in 
internal strength. Spain was distract- 
ed with the dissensions of a regency, 
and was racked by civil war. 
Howev- 


er, in 1820 the Spanish Viceroy had an 
«rmy of 23,000 men in Peru, and all 
the large towns were completely in the 
Lands of the Spanish officials. 


Brazil belonged to Spain in 1578. In 


that year it was wrested from the Por- 
tugese, who hafl discovered it at an 
earlier date. During Spain's troubles 
with the Netherlands, the Dutch cap- 
tured Brazil, and from the Dutch the 
State gained its independence. 


As to the States of Guiana, their ti- 


tles were much in dispute for many 
years. Spain ownfed what is now Brit- 
ish Guiana In 1580, and lost the prov- 
ince in 1602 to the Dutch, from whom 
it went to the English. 


Mexico Wjas the richest and most pop- 


ulous of all the Spanish-American col- 
onies. Fiequent insurrections occurr- 
ed here during the Napoleonic wais in 
Europe. Pending the war for Mexican 
independence the most revolting atroc- 
ities were perpetrated on both sides. 
The- Spaniards conducted hostilities 
with the most wanton cruelty.' The 
war was one of extermination, the in- 
surgents being slaughtered like brutes. 
In 1824 the independence of Mexico 
was recognized by every country ex- 
cept Spain. 


Spain relinquished Florida to the 


United States by treaty and purchase in 
1821, 


The Bahamas, which, were Colum- 


bus's earliest, discovery, were depopu- 
lated by the Spanish and were never 
again settled by them. The English 
occupied them in 1629. After the wart 
With Spain and France the British se- 
cured the Bahamas by the treaty of 
1783. 


Jamaica, which was discovered by 


Columbus on Jus second voyage, in 
1494, 
was taken possession of by the 


Spaniards In 1509. The inhumanity of 
the conquerors was so great that fifty 
years after the Spanish Invasion the 
native population is said to have en- 
tirely disappeared. 
Oliver Cromwell 


sent out a British expedition in 1655 
which captured the island, and in 1670 
it was formally ceded to England by 
the treaty of Madrid. 


Haiti's early 
history corresponds 


•with that of Jamaica. 
Within little 


more than an age after 1492 the abo- 
rigines bad been sw4pt away by the re- 
morseless cruelties of the Spaniards. 
The eastern part of the island finally 
wrested itself from the Spanish in 1865 
and established Santo Domingo. 


When Magellan, in 1519, circumnavi- 


gated the world for the first time, he 
claimed all the islands of the East In- 
dies for Spain. The Philippines alone 
to-day remain under Spanish domina- 
tion. The other islands of this group 
fell to the French, English and Dutch 
during the wars waged by Spain with 
these countries from the time of Phil- 
ip II, to the close of the Napoleonic 
•wars in 1815.

at the University cl Kansas. 
These 


students came from nearly every coun- 
ty in the state. 


"Warts can be transferred from one 


to another by the following methods, 
among others: 


Put into a red calico bag "hearts" 


from grains of corn; "run down the 
road;" throw away the bag, not look- 
ing where it falls; run home again, 
and if any one picks up the bag your 
warts will go away. 


Rub the wart with seven pebbles; 


wrap the pebbles in a paper and throw 
them away; if the parcel is picked up 
the wart will go away. 


If you see any one asleep in church 


sa.y to j'ourself: "When you awake, 
talce these warts." 


If you have a wart and see a man 


riding on horseback in the rain (or, as 
another version runs, riding on a gray 
horse), say, "Take these along;" rub 
the wart and it will leave you. 


At Delphos, Kaa., lives a young man 


who gallantly procured 
his 
sweet- 


hearts warts by purchase. 


Steal a dishcloth, rub the wart with 


it, and then bury the cloth under tha 
eaves of the house. If you tell no one 
and no one finds out your theft, your 
wart will go away.

•Why We Get Tired. 


It is the general impression among 


athletes that exhaustion and "loss of 
wind" are due to the inability to con- 
sume sufficient oxy&en and exhale rap- 
idly enough carbonic dioxide. 
When 


the muscle is moving rapidly and for- 
cibly it is true that it demands more 
oxygen and gives off to the blood more 
carbon dioxide than when at rest. 
When a man is running as fast as he 
can make his limbs move he is able 
to keep up the pace but for a short 
distance, unless, like the hunted hare, 
he runs to his death. On account of 
the forced, vigorous and rapid muscu- 
lar action in this case, the poisonous 
materials are thrown into the blood, to 
be carried to all parts of the body- 
muscles, nerves, brain. The heart is 
affected by this poison through the 
nerve cells controlling that organ; the 
muscles of respiration are similarly 
disturbed. The panting, distressed ef- 
forts of breathing, sidelong tumbling, 
anhelation and final semi-conscious- 
ness of the hunted stag or bare are a 
good example of acute auto-intoxica- 
tion ending in death.

ning of the civil war as it came to our 
town," aaid a man » ho is not yet a vet- 
trdn. "I was- about 16 years old. 
I 


•»as returning home in the afternoon. 
1 saw coming lowr.rd me a horse rid- 
den, as 1 reta!! it. madly by a man. 
A-> the\ carne neaier 1 heard the man 
shouting. Tiie horse was blowing like 
a locomotive. I noticed thai the man 
rode b.«reb^< k 
Every time he yelled 


h«- pliii.ged his heuJfc into the sides of 
:ht- horse. 1 do ..c-i remember the ex- j 
u<! \\ords of the Hder. but ih?y were 
about 'war beginning' As he rode 
people in the street who saw him stop- 
ped, listened, and asked one another 
about it, many windows along tbe way 
were hoisted, and as I proceeded home- 
ward the women who knew me called 
from the lookouts and asked me what 
•that man" said about the war. 


"When I reached home I found my 


mother's parlor a scene of confusion. 
The neighbors had called in to tell her 
what they knew and to ask what she 
knew about the war. 
The negroes 


about our house ware frightened. One 
of them took refuge in the cellar and 
came out urn. after 
she had been 


threatened. 
Her fear was the 'abo- 


lishiners.' 
The word 'Yankee* as an 


approbious epithet had not at that time 
come into use. 


*'There were two newspapers in the 


town and each on* got out what was 
called an 'extra.' It was not much like 
the extra of this generation. The news 
of the firing on Sumter consisted of 
less than 200 words, was printed on a 
small slip of white newspaper and was 
set in tbe same width as the columns 
of the papers which issued them. There 
was no advertisement or other news on 
the slips. These extras sold for 25 
cents a piece. From that time until 
he close of the war that was the sort 
f 'extra' that was issued by the papers 
n the town where I lived. 


"A long time afterward I heard talk 
.bout the man who rode the horse and 
who spread the news. He was the son 
f the town miller. 
I never heard 


where he got his information, but as 
oon as he heard it he mounted the 
horse that had been hitched to the rack 
n front of the mill and carried the 
news of his own accord. There were 
our boys in that miller's family. They 
enlisted early for the Confederate 
cause. Not one of them returned. The 
one who spread the news was killed 
somewhere in the 'Wilderness;' at 
east, he was known to go into one of 
he engagements of that series of stub- 
born fights and never came out. His 
body was never identified. 


'I recall that at the time of the fire 


on Sumter, many of our people wer» 
still 'on the fence,' as we said. 
The 


Lincoln electors had received few votes 
m the town. It was a Breckinridge 
section. I remember that the tendency 
was in favor of the preservation of the 
Union, but the people were afraid of 
Lincoln. At that time they believed 
he had been elected for no other pur- 
pose than that of 'freeing the niggera 
and stealing the horses.' And so it 
happened that negroes and horses were 
locked up often at night, together, not 
in the same room, of course,.but often 
in adjoining rooms in the outhouses. I 
have often thought that, if the people 
had understood Lincoln in the begin- 
ning of the war as they came to know 
him later, many a man who went South 
wouM have fought for the Union. And 
if I am correct in that, would the war 
have lasted as long as It did? 


"I remember a gathering at the 


house of my father one evening in 
which the military genius of Gen. 
Scott was discussed. Some present had 
been with Scott in Mexico, It was the 
consensus of that gathering, and this 
was before the Bull Run fight, that 
Napoleon came first and Winfield Scott 
second. 
What an impression that 


made on my mind. I remember hear- 
ing one of the Scott enthusiasts say 
that Soott would end the war in one 
fight. 


"I shall never forget the news of the 


first Bull Run fight. My people had 
arranged to leave the town on a short 
vacation, but this news kept them at 
home. The second day's news gave 
more particulars. It told of the rout- 
ing of the Union Army. And then I 
saw something in human nature which 
I had never seen before, of which I 
knew nothing. I saw the fence cleared, 
to take up the old metaphor. And ev- 
ery man and family came off to join 
the Southern cause. I recall that Scott 
was called a granny, and very soon af- 
ter his name was forgotten. The first 
Bull Run made recruits for the South. 
Several regiments enlisted in my town 
and county. Success of the South in 
the first engagement of any conse- 
quence carried with it the doubters. 
And in nearly every instance of this 
life which I have observed, I have 
found that, as soon as success is estab- 
lished, those who shook their heads be- 
came followers, and yet you and I have 
known some successes to turn out fail- 
ures, paradoxical as that may sound."
